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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The proposed new independent claim 51 inctudes a limitation of a reflective layer "being smaller than the total 
surface area of said fluorescent layer", a newly added limitation that raises new issue and would require further search. 



Continuation of 10. Other: The applicant's argument regarding the finality of the previous rejection has been considered but is not 
persuasive. The restriction between claims 49 and 50, directed to a flat cathode ray tube apparatus having a substrate with a transfer foil, 
and claims 29-36, directed to a flat cathode ray tube comprising layers "by transfer from a transfer foil", is proper. The limitation in claim 
29 of the flat cathode ray tube being produced by a transfer foil is a product by process limitation and is not afforded patentable weight 
(see MPEP 21 13); therefore the flat cathode ray tube can be formed without using a transfer foil and claims 29-36 are distinct and 
restrictable from claims 49 and 50. Therefore the final rejection was proper and the amendment filed on March 25, 2004 has been treated 
as an after final amendment. 
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
